It makes 
a pivota 
point about 
which to 
group defi- 
nite educa- 
tional pro- 
grams for the 
welfare of 
the child’s 
health. 

By means 
of public lectures. exhibits, sur- 
veys and the distribution of help- 
ful literature, a markcd improve- 
ment is now being noted in the 
incidence of infant and maternity 
statistics. These’ efforts began 
more than a decade ago and 
have been promoted especially in 
the cities, though the less fre- 
quent programs in the small 
town ‘and even more isolated 
groups Rave been quite as profit- 
able in results. 

The most difficult part of the 
entire Child Health program has 
probably lain in the effort to 
prove. that the child’s well-being 
through life depends largely on 
his caré during the months pre- 
ceding his entry into the world. 
The efforts along this line are 
being repaid. 
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HIE attendance in classes ar- 

ranged for expectant moth- 
ers, the definite instruction given 
on the subject of pre-natal care 
ot both mother and child have 
been met with such interest and 
responses that the Child Health 
Centers in the larger cities have 
compiled valuable facts in small 
leaflets that may be had for the 
asking. = 

Thus, in a condensed form, in 
simple and easily understood 
statements, may he found the 
information needed by the usual 
expectant mother. If some of 
you ‘think it strange that the 
same facts must be repeated con- 
tinually about anything so eom- 
mon as new babies, you have 
only to remember that they are 
arriving at the rate of several 
every minute of every day and 
many of the mothers are quite 
as new at the job of preparing 
for them as the babies are inex- 
perienced in getting here. 

Some of the most pertinent 
facts -connected with this all-im- 
portant project are the topics of 
the printed leaflets put out by 
the Child Health Centers. Moth- 
erhood is a perfectly natural pro- 
cess, and except for adverse ex- 
ternal obstructions, Should be en- 
tirely safe, ‘ 

Many women pass through 
this experience in great concern 
because they have neen told that 
they should not have children 
and might even find the process 
fatal. This is a serious mistake. 
All the necessary examinations 
and preparations should be ar- 
ranged for well in advance. If 
the mother’s condition is not al- 
together favorable nothing is 
pained by adding foreboding to 
the general nerve strain.

CHILDREN NOW 
LEARN TO GARE 
FOR OWN HAIR

a H. DEAR. why doesn’t Mary 

Jane’s hair behave!” Doz- 
ens of mothers have asked the 
same question over and over 
again, and dozens of alert young 
mothers are doing things about 
it. They ge taking their youns- 
sters to“@xpert barbers or hair- 
cressers for individual hair cuts 
and they are teaching the child 
to care for his own hair to kecp 
it healthy and manageable. 

Proper care not. only encour- 
eees the waves and curls in a 
child's hair, but keeps it so silky 
and alive that even straight hair 
will stay orderly and free from 
tangles for a surprising length of 
time. 

Immaculate cleanliness is es- 
sential for every child’s hair. It 
requires more frequent shampoos 
than a grown-tp’s hair, yet it is 
often over-shampooed = which 
tends to remove too much of the 
natural oil 
and leaves 
the hair dry 
and _ brittle. 
Shampoo 
every two 
weeks and 
keep the 
child’s scalp 
and hair 
clean between 
times by Use 
ing a small 
amount of 
mild hair 
tonic and 
brushing 
thoroughy

twice a day. 

One clever firm has brought 
out special hair preparations for 
children. The gentle-acting tonic 
for little girls comes in a bottle 
with a rose-colored label and 
space is provided. for writing the 
child’s name so there will be no 
mix-ups. Little boys have a spe- 
cial tonic in a bottle with a blue 
label. 

Get a brush for each child and 
teach him to take care of it. The 
bristles should be fairly long and 
flexible, yet firm. Brush the hair 
gently back and up from the 
scalp a strand at a time. Be very 
careful not to “whip” the ends of 
tho hair as this may cause split- 
ting and breaking off. After each 
strand of hair is brushed, wipe 
the brush on a clean towel to re- 
move the oil, dust and foreign 
material picked up by the bristles. 

Encourage any tendency to 
curl, by dampening the hair 
slightly and pressing the waves 
into place. If the hair is fairly 
long, curlers may be used to ad- 
vantage. There are all kinds -— 
come a variation of the old fash- 
ioncd rags in which your own 
curls were tied. These make beau 
tiful. natura] looking curls. For 
shorter hair the little metal fel- 
lows that look like miniature 
curling irons are more conven- 
ient. Simply brushing over your 
finger will also encourage natural 
curls. 

To prevent broken ends, acca- 
sionally rub a little olive Oil, 
pomade, white petroleum jelly or 
brilliantine between your hands 
and work into the ends of your 
child’s hair. If the child’s hair is 
extremely-dry a warm oil sham- 
poo may be given regularly.
